U.S. FOREIGN TRADE 
SHOWS LARGE GAINS 


New York, October 30.—()—A 9 
per cent gain in exports and a 10 per 
cent gain in imports for the first nine 
months of 1929 indicate the largest 
growth of American foreign trade in 
any year since the war, the National — 
Foreign Trade Council reported today. 

Exports for the nine months were 
$3,849,000,000 or $292,000,000 greater 
than they were in 1927, the next 
highest total for the period of almost 
nine years. Imports for the nine 


months at $3,361,000,000 were larger 
than any for any year since 1920. 

The export business in automobiles 
and parts this year is the largest 
ever recorded. The figures for thé 
first nine months, with exports vale 
ued at $455,400,000 show a gain of 
22 per cent over the next highest 
corresponding period which was last 
year. Machinery exports have alse 
been the highest on record for the 
past nine months, totaling $462,500,- 
000 or 25 per cent better than the 
corresponding months of last year. _. 

“It is in these figures,” the trade 
council said, “that it becomes appar- 
ent that the main occupation of 
American export trade today is te 
equip the rest of the world with the 
implements of the American standard 
of living.” 

“The most active field for our ex» 
port growth,” the survey report cons 
tinued, “is at present in South Amers 
ica, where our exports increased from 
$305,000,000 to $377,000,000 or more
